Editob Colonist: — Inasmuch as Eng- 
land, aftorall tho good ylio has for soma 
throo hundred yoara iiast boon oft'uctiug. 
in North Amorioa, is likely tbrougli what 
seems tho "manifost doatiny" of Imporiul 
Federatiou to bo an ubidiug power on 
this continout, it has happily onsu«i'., in 
the Divine ordoir of : avents, that ou tho 
Pacifio aho owns tha Northern, while hor 
first born and biggest danghtor, tho Unit- 
ed States, possesses tho'ibutlieru ahoro of 
that groat inland soa, tho Fncan Btrait, 
■which presents more advautngea to tho 
mariner than any other inlet on tho An- 
glo-American Pacific Coast; aye, or from 
the Magellan to the Bhering Strait. 

Tho Fuoan Strait, extolled above all 
otliers on our coast by tho naval autliori- 
ties Gonaultud by Chief Engineer Floiu- 
ing, is excoUeutly doscribod by Caijtniu 
Devcreux, p. p. 309 10 of Fleming's Ko 
port, 1877. Although from August to. 
November it is occasionally subject to 
fog, "sometimes very donso over .tke en- 
trance for days together," "these ore not 
nearly of such frociuont ofourrouoo as on 
the neighboring coast oi Califoruia.whoro 
they prevail almost unintorrnptodly dur- 
ing the aummor, and as late as tho middle 
of October." Both tho foregoing' oxtraots 
are from the Vancouver Ishmd I'ilot, p. 
5. The United States Pilot for Califor- 
nia, Oregon, and Washington, at p. 61), 
mentions tho sunset fogs on tho Sau 
Francisco bar and outside of it as of fre- 
quent eccurrerco in summer. At p. 70 
the same authority states that "during 
heavy Southeastcrs tho soa broaks upon 
the SanFranciato bar, clean across the 
entrance, presenting a fearful sight." The 
sound can be heard at the anchorage in 
front of the city." At p. 183, referring to 
tha Fuoan Strait.the Coast Pilot raontious 
that "in winter the S.E. winds draiv di 
reotly out, and eroato a very heavy orosa 
sea off the entrance, tho great Southwest 
swell meeting that rolling out. " In such 
oases trading vessels try to gain Neali Bay 
or San Juan Harbor and remain at anchor 
until tho -iTind changea." Both these har- 
bors need breakwaters to mako thoni 
thoroughly effective for shelter; but that 

Seaoh. country is a -work of tho future, 
immediate and pressing want on the 
British side of the Strait is tulegraphic 
extension to Cape Boale ligh'thouso in or- 
der that sailing vessels, now occasionally 
delayed outside by calm, fog, or foul 
-wind, may thence indicato their arrival 
and need of a tug. 

DEEP 8EA SOtJNDINaB. 

Owing to the fortunate irregularity of 
souDdings, and variety of bottom on the 
ocean hanks reaching for more than forty 
miles outside Fuca Btrait.powerful steam- 
ers can enter during dense fog, or during 
a S. E. gale -with its usual attendant, 
thick weather. 

This being in either case impossible oil' 
San. Francisco bar, it is obvious that from 
the nautical point of view i:orts on the 
Fuca Strait are better suited for commerce 
than any to the Southward. This stroit 
■will yet be a great highway for British 
and American trade, and the Empire must 
have its chief North American port there 
on, just as necessarily as a Loudon mer 
chant prince must bo established for busi- 
ness -within hearing of Bowbells, and not 
at Islington or Croydon. 

The time occuj)ied iu land travel by 
rail, and in ocean travel by steamer, can 
approximately be calculated; but the de 
lay and risks caused by the intrioaoies of 
inland navigation cannot be reckoned on. 
Foas. 

In tbis quarter fog may List from half- 
a-day to iaore than eight days, tluit being 
a much longer period than is occupied in 
crossing the continent by railway. Iu dry 
seasons, fog is more enduring, being then 
prolonged and intonsitied by the smu!:o of 
extensive forest liros. The early rain.s, in 
September, have this autumn prevented 
Bvoh a combination of tibe "powers of 
darkness." Fog is not unknown in Brit- 
ish waters, and it must have boon in avoid- 
ance of this and other dangers incident, 
less or more, to all inland navigation that 
at home tho points of arrival and depart- 
ure for ooeau-going mail .steamers have, 
since tlieAthinticwaa first atoamod across, 
been gradually shifting ocean-wards from 
London, until, ut leugtli, the ultimates of 
Oozk and Falmouth ^ave been reached. 

-WHAT OOCUBBBD DtnaNO OTTR BBOBNT I'OO 

AND ITS TEACHINGS. . 

Not long ago the largo American steatn.- 
er Alaska, bound from Puget Sound to 
Esciuiuiftlt for tho Britisli Columbia out- 
going mail and passoi)ger.-i,was fog-ljoniid 
thirty hours iu one and si.xteen honi a in 
another United States port; besides, aa 
the fog continued, having been navigating 
slowly and witU circumspection in her 
courso towards Esqaimalt.'

J<'irs!— That transcniitinrnital ruilv/aysin 
operation torminati: i'ort Anj;olcM,\V.T, 
and English Bay, B.C., respectively. 

''Second — ^That each of equal speed, and, 
during fog, proceeding towards tho ter- 
mini just named, an American (A) and a 
British mail steamer (1!) at tho Huinotinio 
enter tho Fucau Strait and that while A is 
landing mails, pusHongora and spei;io at 
Port Angeles, B— unablo to proceed fur- 
ther with safety in such weather — ia s mok- 
ing anchorage in Esqnimalt Boadst( ad . 

In such case, and from what has in ))ri3- 
vious letters boon sot forth, is it not nil 
obvious concluaioH tliut, Hhould our su))- 
poaod fog — by no means a "vain iiniigiiia- 
tion" — last aa long aa tho real one wliicli 
lately delayed tho Alaska, paiaengm-s.otc., 
by tho line from Port AuKolea, woukl bo 
considerably more than a thouaand miles 
advaneed on the journey oantward, 'ere 
those bound for English Bay, Gulf of 
Georgia, could sot foot in a railway ear? 

It has been well rei'iarked by a lalo

This is jiorfeotly true, and in view of 
the voriod conimoroial ooniiv'tilion in all 
likoliliood yol to oii.'uio on Uin I'ueilic be- 
tcon Britons and Americans, it ought now 
to bo keenly appreciated by all whoso in- 
terests lie north, of the United Btides 
boaudary. 



Tho Imperial and Domiuion authorities 
cannot, in the general interest, neglect to 
avail to the utmost of every natural ad- 
vantage our province iiossesses, and tho 
harbor and roadstead of Esquimalt on tho 
Fucan Strait are amongst tho greatest of 

thoEO. 

Esquimalt roads (or on the chart Eoyal 
Bay) is becoming more and more resorted 
to by ships seeking freight. Here they 
can anchor free of pilotage or other 

charge, and from Victoria, somo five 
miles ofl', telegraphic commuuicatiou can 
bo bad to the moro important parts of tho 
world, while within less than a hundred 
miloa are tho lumber ports of Puget Sound 
ana Burrard Inlet, on tho continent, and 
tho coal depots of Nanaimo and Departure 
Bay on Vancouver. 

Great, indeed, -^vill bo tho attraction <o 
Eatjuimalt and its roadstead after the 
gri'A'ing dock there is ready for tho repair 
of merchantmon, and \vben the largest 
sailing ships afloat can at its ooalbins bo 
expeditiously laden with the coal brought 
from tho north by railroad. (Vhen ships off 
Cajio Boalo lighthouse can telegraph their 
arrival to A''ictoria and, if neoosssry, bo 
towed in, tho inducement for large ships 
to take a coal cargo from Esquimalt will 
be much strongthonod. 

^Merchantmen from San Francisco sail 
to Koyul Bay iu from six to ten days. 
Sailing up tho Straits is so for* the rule, 
A wheat cargo can only in season be ob- 
tained iu Oregon and California ports. It 
takes considerable time to obtain and ship 
a lumber cargo, but coal could, from 
properly constructed bins in Esquimalt, 
1)0 poured in fore and aft so as to shorten 
tho trimming process and let largo ships 
ofl ^vith a cargo in a very few days. The 
advantages of this are obvious. 

Now, with tho probability of a wide- 
spread war, iu which England, and of 
course her depQndencieB,cuu hardly escape 
being involved, the coaling of Her Ma 
jcsty's ships at Esquimalt in the safest 
and si^cediest manner possible must 
surely he a consideration of pressing im^ 
port. So, likewise, must be tho prepara- 
tion of tho graving dock for tho prompt- 
est repairing of these ships during war 
In commerce, time judiciously saved is 
always money gained. In war, time sav- 
ed is often money saved, and that besides 
which, to Britons tho world over, is muoli 
moro procioua. It is indeed ferrently to 
bo desired that the solemn and not over 
charged monitions of Colomb as to tho 
existing lack of land defences in British 
dependencies are having duo attention 
from oiir mlers at home. Time and tide 
wait neither for man nor nation, and his 
tory abounds in proofs of the truism that 
"opportahiideslost can never be recalled."

— The 
following' extracts from the ''Table 
Talk of Napoleon tlio First" are ex- 
tremely interesting at tho present mo- 
iJiont. "One day," Napoleon said, "I 
could have shared tho same Turkish 
empire with Riiboia;vfe have disoussBd 
tho question more than once. Con 
.stautinople always saved it. This 
capital waa the great embarrassment, 
the true Htiinibliug-block. lluasia 
wuutod it, uud I could not grant it. It 
ii-i too precious a key; it alone is worth 
nu empire; whoever ijossosses it can 
govern the world." "All tho Emperor 
Alexander's thoughts," said Napoleon 
at St. Heloiia, "are directed to tlie 
conquest o' Turkey. We have had 
many diseiiHSjions about it. At first 
his ])ropo,ialn pleased mo because I 
thought it would enlighten the world 
to drive those brutes the Turks out of 
liurope. But ■when I reflected upon 
it.s consequences, and saw what a tre- 
mendouH weigbt of power it would ^ave 
to lliissia, (jii aecouut ofjtho nuiuborof 
Grotika iu llio 'I'lirldsh dominion who 
would uuturally join the llussians, I 
refused to consent to it, espeoially as 
Alexander wanted C^stontinople, 
which I could not consent to, ' OS it 
would (lestray the equilibrium of power 
in Europe."

At 
any rate, .iwben. |;her Bishpp. died, tthe 
Hlii i ill"a ofllcer seized his body, as they 
dill Silorid'.iu'a, in satisfaction of thoclaiin.

liabiji'ly of hia dead father in-law, and by 
this lilial act tlio body of Dr. Carr was 
recovered from tJio hands of tho minions 
of the law. But Mr. Baker was crippled 
for life by the enormous liabilities ho 
voluntarily incurred.

Arrival of the Barqu« Briefly Hill. 

Tho Hudson Bay Company's barquo 
Brierly Hill, Oapt. A. Baird, arrived at 
Esquimau, yesterday, from Loudon, 
after a passage of 165 days. She brings a 
oargo of general merchandise, stores, etc., 
and will discharge powder before coming 
into this harbor. Capt. Baird has suppli- 
ed us with tho following -| 
memoranda: 

Left the dock on tho 19th May, Graves- 
eud on tho 20th, and was olTtho Lizard on 
the 22ud at 2 p.m. Afterwards tho iias 
sago became a continual crawl, with calms 
and headwinds very often, tho favourable 
touches always bo very light that tho ship 
crawled rather than pailed through them. 
CrosBod tho equator (Atlantic) in 42 
days; then had tho s. o. trades so mooh 
in tho south that slow progress wa« made 
through thorn. Oft' tho River Plato wo 
encountered .strong head winds again 
and gained only 10° of latitude in four- 
teen days. Was 84 days to tho witch of 
Capo Horn; iu all that timo wa Bad onlj- 
one good day's run, tho rest being quito 
medium or very small. From Capo Horn 
right into the trojiics tho winds never, but 
onoQ, for a spell of three days, allowed ns 
to steer a given course; it was a continued 
turn and twist against winds from north- 
west to north for 43 days. One spell of 
five days ofT Cape Horn we did not gain a 
mile; it blew a hurricane nearly all that 
timo. In 19 ° south wo fell iu with tho 
8. 0. trades, and crossed tho equator (Pa- 
cific) on the Isfc October, 51 days from 
Capo Horn, tho longest timo I have boon 
on that part of tho passage. The roiuaiu- 
der of the passage has been quito average 
with lino weather. ■ Was off Capo Fl attory 
last Satnrday. Passage from the Lizard 
165 days. [\ -H t- .r ' , -

Uanne Accident. 

On Saturday the tug Alexander sailed 
from Bnrrard Inlet for Victoria, iiaving 
in tow tho barks Halton Castle (iron), 
and the bark Ocean Gom, both vessels 
were laden at Moody it Nelson's mill. 
When abreast of East Point about mid- 
night the hawsor of the Halton Castle 
(which was next the tug) slipped from 
tho bitts and the vessel went adrift, pre- 
sently colliding with tho Ocean Gom. Tho 
Halton Castle had a portion of hor bul- 
warks carried away and tho Ocean lost her 
jib-boorci. The Aloxaudor immediately 
picked up tho Ocaan Gem and towed hor 
to an luichoroge, and then came on to Es- 
quimau with tho Halton Oastlo._ Tho lat- 
ter will repair and go to sea Friday, On 
Sunday the Alexander started back to tow- 
down tho Ocean Gem, and during tho 
same night met the totriblo Southeast 
gale that raged until daylight yesterday. 
In starting from Bnrrard Inlet on Satur- 
day the little sloop Mystery, owned by 
Mr. Vidlor of this ofty, w?8 taken; jtn , toflT: 
by the Oco.iu Gem and remained with hor 
when at anchor. Beforo leaving tho an- 
chorage an Indian was put on board tho 
sloop from tho tug, and the throo pro- 
ceeded towards Victoria. Whon nearing 
San Juan Island the sloop must have 
broken loose, as nothing has since been 
seen of her or tho Indian. It is feared 
that both aro lost. The tug brought the 
b.irk to Royal Roads, whore she repaired 
damages yesterday and will sail to-day. 
It is gratifying to know that skillful 
management on tho part of the comman- 
ders and olUcors of the tug and ' barks 
averted a Borions disaster. 

Guy Fawkes.— Yesterday was the anni- 
Yoriary of tho eai)turo of Guido or Guy 
Fiiwkcs, tho most active aud daring con- 
spirator in tho "Gunpowder Plot," which 
was designed in 1G05 to blow up King, 
Lords and Bishops in the Houses of 
Parliament assembled. The fifth of 
Novemberiis obserrediin many parts of 
England as a holiday and as a special day 
for bonfires, etc., and was only a fow 
years ago sat apart as a day of thunlisgiv- 
ing, there being a special Hcrvico appoint- 
ed in tho prayer-book.

Sad Case of Saicide.

On Tuesday moruiug, ItJth iust., tbo 
sad iiitoUigenco was received hero that 
Misg Jano Schoflold, daughter of 
Francis Subofield of this town, had 
committed suicide by jumping in the 
Niagara rivGr, from the site of tho old 
Terrapin Tower, Goat Island, Niagara 
Falls. The deceased lady waa a tele- 
graph oiierntor by proiosHion, and 
about four months ago worked in the 
Dominion TelegraphxCpmpany's oflSce 
in Toronto. She left there to take a

hL4 baa siuco resided. A sbort timo 
sincQ hor fathor received a letter from 
hor stating that she waa sick and was 
coming home. He was making pre- 
parations to . leave for Suspension 
Bridge to meet her when the following 
telegram was received : 

"A tall young lady, uukuown, com- 
mitted suicide by juiupiug into tho 
river, from the sito of tho old Terrapin 
Tower, Goat Island, Niagara Falls, 
about 7:30 last evening. She was 
diresseci in black. In tbo pocket of a 
sacque which sho loft on shore was 
found a railway ticket from Now York 
to Suspcnsiou Bridge, sold Oct. K) by 
G. V. V. Ward, ticket agont Erie Hail- 
way, New Yorkj also some books with 
tho addresses of Tom, Mollie, and 
Charlie Schofield, Woodstock, Ont. 
Tbo body has nob yet boon found. " 

Jt appears from tho evidonco whicli 
liiis been gathered that tlio young lady 
loft New York by tho I'lrio Hallway, 
after writing home, aud reached I3uf- 
^foloj'where .she was,, again taken ill. 
t'rora here she wrote a second letter 
which dill not reach homo until after 
tho news of bcr death. In this letter 
Hto complained of violent pains iu tho 
bead and of being. fovcrisb. Mr. Scbo- 
iiold, on receipt of the above news, 
immediately left for Niagara Falls to 
njako every endeavor to recover Jtbo 
body. Not long ainco a brotbor of 
ileceasod r-ame homo from tlio Woatcrn 
States to die, being a victim of that 
foil diaoaHO consumption, and in tbia, 
thoir Bocond torriblo bereavement, tho 
family hnvo tho sympathy of a largo 
circle of friends. Up to tho hour of 
going to press the body had not beon 
locovorod.

English MaU. 

■ (Per Btcamer Isabol.) 

A c'i'ioap cookery movement, under the 
leadoriahip of tho Princess Louise, is now 
in prcigress in Brighton, England. A 
teacher has beon engaged from the Ken- 
sington National School of Cookery, who 
will give lessons regularly, from "high 
class demonstrations" to "cheap cookery." 
Tho School Board of tho place— equiva- 
lent to a board of education in this coun- 
try— have sent some of tho elder girls 
from tho schools to tidco lessons in tbo art. 
Tho girls aro reported as showing "groat 
aptitude for instruction," 

Prof. A. Opponheim, a woll-known 
German ehomiat, recently died at Hast- 
ings imdor painful circumstances. Ho 
had boon staying with bis wife at that 
watoriug place for tho bouefit'of the lat- 
tor's hoaltb, but Mrs. Oppeuboini died on 
tho Monday morning, and a fow hours af- 
terwards tho Professor was found lifoloss, 
the ^JOi^-mortewi showing that death had 
;been oansed ' by prussic acid. Tho de- 
caasod chemist had only recently beon 
appointed to tho chair of chemistry in 
tbo Monster Academy, aud was distin- 
guished t(jr his studios iu organic chemis- 
try. 

There baa beon a sad Onauoial crash in 
tbo Prince of Wales' circle. Lord Suf- 
fiofd, a G'ontloman of tho Bedchamber to 
the Prince, and tho lord of a fine stud 
and a jjaok of harriers at Gunton, has 
"come to grief." He has dismissed the 
greater part of bis household and put his 
property out to tbo nurse, and is about to 
resign bis place near the Prince's person. 
All this has been tho work of a fortnight. 
Lord Suflield is the older brother of the 
Hon. Major Harbord, who did not marry 
an American heiress souio years ago, but 
w)io did subsequently uiako a mistake at 
cards in Nice, lost bis jjoaitioh iu tho 
army, and finally married a wealthy young 
widow, who left her dying husband to 
elope with him.

000, has beguH a w/ilk through Franco, 
Germany, northern Russia, aud Siberia, 
to China, and thenco through India, Per- 
sia, southern Bussia, Greece anfi Italy to 
France. The time allowed for the walk is 
six years.- ■ 

Since the Crimean , war England has re- 
duced her national debt from £900,000,- 
000 to £712,000,000. 

Druscovich and Palmer, the Scotland 
Yard detectives, have apjilied for bail. 
Tho application waa at last reports not 
granted. 

Tho death is announced of Mnjor-Qon- 
cral Bnrmestor, C.B. He was present at 

tho capture of Canton. 

Tho new docks constructed undar the 
direction of Sir John Uavvksbaw, and 
uecessitatod by the increasing demands 
on the harbour accommodation, were re- 
cently opened at Flostwood. Thoy have 
cost £300,000, and cover with quays a 
total area of 05 acies, tbo dock iteolf be- 
ing 1,000 foot long and 400 foot broad. A 
channel bas been opened out for 2,300 
feet to tbo lock, which is 250 feet by 50 
fcot. Tho double caaed lock gates weigh 
120 tons each. Beyond the dock is a 
timber poud 15 acres in extent, in which 
is novor less than two feet of water. The 
opening was celebrdted'amidst great re- 
joicing. 

Tho Courier de Vltalie of the 0th inat. 
asserts that tho recall of Mohamet Ali 
Pasha was owing to his opinion that this 
year's campaign ought to be olofled, and 
that the Buasian army should be left to 
weaken itself under the influence of tho 
climato in tbo valley of tho Danube. The 
Porto was of a contrary opinion, and did 
not wish to allow the Russian army time 
to reorganize itself. Moreover, in the 
seuming disposition of Germany to inter- 
fere in tbo conflict, the Porto had no de- 
sire to grant Germanv time for diplomatic 
intorvonti.*n beforo Turkey had gained 
new Buccessea, Kocuriug to her a strong 
military and diplomatic position. Sulei- 
man Pasha, it is added, has aocordingly 
nsceived orders to act promptly and with 
vigor. 

Mr. Collan, M. P., sued Mr. Donald 
Sullivan, manager of tbo Nation, for libel 
contained in a post-card, on which Mr. 
Callan was charged with having broken 
faith with other Home Rule mambers by 
divulging what had taken place at a meet- 
ing held iu Loudon.

The Keely Motor, 

Tho Keely motor baa collapsed after 
a long and successful ruin a« quo of 
the biggest humbugs of the age. Six 
years ago Mr. Keely gave out that he 
had discovered a new motive power, 
which bo termed a "hydro-iineumatic 
mystery." Ho was supplied with mon- 
ey both by scientists and speculators, 
and soon erected aj^yapuum engine. In 
this ho claimed that the only force ex- 
erted on tbo machine was water from 
an ordiuni-y bydrant; that this water 
bad to create a vacuum in the ma- 
chine, bad to actuate a pulsating dia- 
phragm, bad to operate a piston in a 
cplinder, to raise weights, and to turn 
a crank shaft, which'was to give out 
more power than tbo water itself pos- 
sessed; but this scbemo was pronounc- 
ed utterly fallacious, being bas- 
ed on a contradiction of all physical 
laws. About this timo Keely applied 
for a patent on the "hydro-pneumatio" 
engine, but from the fact of his never 
having produced tbo required working 
model, it was abandoned as impracti- 
cable. Then followed wliat bo tei-mod 
the "Keely motor," evolved by expul- 
sion from a multiplicator or generator, 
without the aid pf any chemical com- 
pound, heat, electricity, or galvanic 
action. The only moauabo eraployed, 
according to bis own account, was the 
iutrodiictioii of atinosphorie air 
aud a limited quantity of hydrant 
water. By this simple process 
bo claimed to be able to- send a train 
of cars from Philadelphia to New York 
the solo motive of power being a quart 
of water iu bis multipticator, which 
produced a vaporic substanco. This 
scientists declare to bo nothing more 
than the comx^ressed air, compressed 
by the hydrant pressure, which it made 
powerfril by proper machinei^y. ' But 
mere pressure is not motive i^ower — it 
is n resultant of it. According to tbo 
best accounts Koely's motor does not 
possess any power whatever, and can 
never bo applied to any practical use. 
The pressure is not contiuuoas, aud 
only exists for a short time, while the 
machine is not automatic in tho same 
sense that a steam engine or other 
motor is, and he haa so far utterly 
failed to show a continuity of more 
than fifteen or twenty minutes at .a 
time. It is said that Keely has sold 
the machine over and over again. 
Patent office records exhibiting no 
lower than tbirty-four transfers in tho 
following iuvontious; "iudopondent 
fly wheel;'' "hj'dro-pucLiiuatic pulsat- 
ing vacuo engine;" "globe motor;" 
"dissipating engine, multiplicator er 
generator;" "automatic water lift." 
'ihe first assignment is dated July II, 
1871, and tbo laat February, 1875. 
Eighteen parties have been engaged 
during this time in buying or selling 
interests in this invention, which does 
not include subscribers to the stock, 
who will probably lose all they have 
invested in tbo concern through its 
failure to perform the work claimed for 
it, Keely has had nearly a million 
dollars at his command. 

A Maine man went out tho other 
morning aud cut down bis apple trees, 
and the Lewiston "Journal" asserts 
that when bis friends expostulated he 
said be bad indulged in ao much pro. 
fanity at seeing his apples atolen from 
time to time, that he found every Sun- 
day morning that he was unfit to go 
to church. If Eve could not withstand 
a singlo applo, perhaps oven a Maine 
man ought not to be espectod to with 
stand the loss of a whole orchard full.
